Orderly marketing of California 
Hardy pears is provided in a pro- 
posed Federal] agreement and order 
set for public hearing March 10 in 
the Civic Auditorium at San Jose. 

Growers and shippers who devel- 
oped the program to aid their in- | 
dustry in improving marketing con- 
ditions requested the hearing to be 
held. The proposed plan is similar to 
the Federal agreement for fresh 
Bartlett pears, plums, peaches, cher- 
ries and apricots to be considered by 
growers and shippers at a public 
hearing opening February 27 in 
Sacramento. 

Included in the proposed Hardy 
pear agreement are provisions for: 

(1) Regulation of shipments of 
fruit designated grades and sizes, 
with exemptions to the grower who 
because of such regulations cannot 
ship as large a portion of his crop 
as the average shipped by ail grow- 
ers. 

(2) Federal-State inspection on 
all interstate shipments during per- 
iods of regulation; 

(3) Regulation of the rate of

Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jascha Hei- 
fitz, Frederick Jagel, Metropolitan 
tenor, and others. 

Mrs. Roosevelt announced yes 
yesterday that she was resigning 
from an organization whose ‘“‘typi- 
cal policy” she disliked. She was be- 
lieved to have referred to the D. A. 
R. and the incident over Miss An- 


derson. 


Mrs. Nason said: “Miss Ander- 
son's manager asked for the use of 


|our Constitution Hall in Washing-

For this conclusion rap- 
idiy is becoming inescapable —that 
whether government does the job, or 
we do it, WE PAY FOR IT!

Stewart Says— 


Economists of Old 
No Benefit Now 
To Congressional Leaders 


By CHARLES P. STEWART 
Central Press Columnist 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Uncle 
Sam really is worried more concern- 
ing German and Italian trade in- 
roads in Latin America than he is 
concerning their military advances 
in the southern hemisphere. This is 
particularly true of Germany. Italy 
never has made so deep a dent but 
Germany has dug in. It was doing 
so before the world war and has 


' kept it up since then more effectively 


than ever in post-war years. 

Italy does not show the same com- 
mercial intelligence. Uncle Samuel 
has not shown much of any intelli- 
gence at all. I ran a North Ameri- 
can newspaper in the River Plate 
republics in the early post-war 
years. The development of North | 
American trade in that area was 
my particular job. It was my paper’s 
life blood in fact. Yankees actually - 
on the scene sensed the necessities 


| that they confronted, to be sure, but 


they did not get much backing from 
home. Tariffs especially were ad- 
verse to them. 

To start with conditions were in 
their favor. Latin America essen- 
tially is a raw material realm. It 
needs manufactured goods. In pre- 
war days it had obtained them from 
Europe but the war left Europe flat 
On its back. Asa source of that kind 
of supplies the field was wide open 
to us. We began to gubble the whole 
market. 


Then—Our Tariff 


At that juncture, however, we 
adopted prohibitive tariff legisla- 
tion, completely queering our com- 
mercial game. It crippled my paper’s 
business in short and I sold out for 
what I could get. 

Later on, our trade readjusted it- 
self to these disadvantageous con- 
ditions and began to pick up again 
despite its handicaps. I was back in 
the U. S. A. then and still being in- 
terested in Latin America frequent- 
ly consulted Dr. Julius Klein, in that

Militarily, perhaps, we can take care; 
of ourselves, but as business men we! 
are completely outclassed. The Ger- | 
mans and Italians (especially the| 
Germans) were on the ground away 
ahead of us and they have held their 
grocnd. 

The English were ahead of us 
also, but they have lost some of their 
gens. During the war the British 
puled a lot of their money out of 
Latin America to send home. The 
Germans did not because they could 
not transmit it. Consequently the 
war's end found England’s Latin 
banks badly depleted but Germany’s 
banks simply were bursting with re- , 
sources. Our Latin American banks 
always were bungled. Our managers | 
never understood that part of the 
world. They did not speak the lan- : 
guage, they did not know the people, 
they do not yet. 


Japan is not anything to worry 
about in Latin America. Maybe 
Germany is not either. Militarily 
speaking, Italy less so, but commer- 
elally yes.
